CONAN DOYLE SAYS

Famous Author Discusses Can- 
ada's Political Destiny on 
Return Home 


MATERIAL INTERESTS 
ARE WITH GREAT BRITAIN 


London, July 13,+-Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle has reached home from his Ca- 
nadian tour, Speaking of the Domin- 
jion’s political destiny he said: “An- 
nexation to the United States is abso- 
utely out of the question in my op- 
nion. There is not « Single Instance 
in history where two nations, standing 
apart like well rooted oaks, have ever 
become united, 

“Then there is the possibility of Ca- 
nada becoming independent, I have 
the strongest view that this ie equally 
impossible. Canada geta seventy- 
three per cent, of her investments 
from Great Britain, fourteen per cent. 
from the United States and thirteen 
per cent. within her own border. We 
give hee a free insvrance policy in the 
navy and the diplomatic service of the 
empire is at her disposal. Canada 
wound tn honor in the near future to 
make the mother country some return 
for these privileges, But from a ma- 
terial POE Of view, she vampot break 
away from us for at least two or three 
generafiog, and apart from material 
considerations, which I do not wish 
to rate too. highly, a am convinced 
that there is & very real widespread 
element of impériay loyalty in Cana- 
da, They retain the tratition of their 
aticéstors of 1782. Perhaps, by the 
‘end. of thé present centiry, when 
Great Britain will find her daughter 
bigger than herself, the question of 
independent existence will come up in 
strong form and. will Wave to be set- 
tled one way or the other, but until 
then, at any rate, Canada js not likely 
to throw off her allegiance. 

“The disturbing clement in our re- 
lations just now is the Hindu question.

Analysis of Stomach Results in 
Traces of Strychnine Being 
Found 


Distinet traces of strychnine dis- 
covered in the stomach and liver 
taken from the body of the unidenti- 
fied man who was found in the 
Saskatchewan river near the Humber- 
stone mine on July 6, according to the 
evidence given by Miss LD. Robinson, 
provincial analyst, at the inquesi last 


night, added further complications to 
the mystery surrounding that death 
The verdict of the jury was an open 
one, they being unable to decide 
Whether the man had died from poi- 
soning, or from having his throat cut, 


or whether if either they had been 
self-inflicted or caused by some per- 
son or persons unknown Medical 
evidence showed that drowning could 
not have been the cause of death, 
Pour different methods by which 
murder might have been caused, or 
if the victim was a suicide by which 
he intended to end his life, have. been 
discovered, The body was tound in 
the river with a deep gausa in the 
throat, and a long rope in the pocket. 
The rope indicated that he had in- 
tended to hang himself. The cut in 
the throat indicated that he had put 
an end to his Jife by that means, and 
the fact that he was in the water ind 
cated that he had been drowned. The 


provincial analyst add- 
method in that he might 
poisoned himeelf, 
Some Theories Suggested 

It was suggested that he took the 
strychnine, and as that does not really 
tuke effect for about fifteen minutes, 
he might have cut his throat in the 
meantime, and then when the drug 
began to take effect a spasm misht 
have seized him, during which he fell 
into the water, Such a spasm might 
have drawn the entrance to his lungs 
tight, preventing the entrance 
water, Or it was also sug 
might have cut his throat and then 
taken the poison and fallen into the 
Water The cut in the throat, while 
deep, did not sever any large arteries, 
and he could possibly have lived itor 
an hour after it was inficted If he
